the excess profts tax rate comes 
down from 20 to 15 per cent. 
Further, the formerly combined 
40 per cent corporate income 
and profits tax (18 percent in- 
come and 22 per cent corporate) 
is reduced.to a total of 30 per 
cent, Thus, the 25 percent estim- 
reduced revenue from in- 
come taxes is matched with an- 


other 25 percent cut in com- 
bined income-corporate taxes, 
and excess profit taxes.

last session Mr. Llsley anticipat- 
ed entire abolition of the excess 
profits tax in the next budget.

In the section of the brief under 
the heading of wages, the federa- 
tion states that labor considers tha; 
)the minimum hourly wage rate 
| Should in fact, be 68 cents an hour 
| as a result of greatly increased liv- 
ing costs in the past year, but had 
| decided at a recent convention of 
| the federation to press for the 60 
cent rate 

The brief further recommends 
that all workers within the province 
| Come under the terms of the Mini- 
;mum Wage Act without exception 

OTHER recomendations in the 
l2spage brief which outlines the 
legislative desires of organized )a- 
bor, cover collective bargaining 
holidays, apprenticeship training, 
labor workmen's 
compensation, pensions, civil ser- 
vice conditions and hospitalization 

Under a section dealing with 
liquor, the brief recommends mix 
ed drinking in licensed beverage 
rooms in the larger centres 
| The brief states: 

“While there may be many aven- 
}ues of opinion on the matter of 
mixed drinking in the two major 
cities of the province, our federa- 
tion has gone on record as endors- 
ing this idea and urging that it be 
implemented at an early date. 

“IT 1S NOT necessarily the mat- 
ter of being able to drink in the 
company of the opposite sex that 
promotes this suggestion 

“It a matter of public safety 
and the enjoyment of the normal 
rights permitted citizens in the oth- 
er parts of the province.” 

Under the pensions heading the 
brief urges payment of pensions to 
all males at 60 years of age with 
females becoming pensionable at 
55, Wives of male pensioners should 
be paid pensions, too,, at the same 
time as husbands qualify 

Pensions should be increased to 
$60 per month, plus cost-of-living 
bonus, with blind persons eligible 
at 18 year of age and all totally
